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EMERGENCY  AID  BILL  PASSES  SENATE 

On  Monday^  December  1,  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  83  to  6  passed  S,  177U  (the  European  Interim 
Aid  Act  of  19U7)  authorizing  $597,000,000  emergency  aid  to  cold,  hungry,  and  politically 
tom  France,  Italy  and  Austria.  TMs  measure  would  provide  between  now  and  March  31,  19U8 
"ii^ediate  assistance  in  the  form  of  food,  fuel  and  other  commodities  urgently  needed  to 
alleviate  conditions  of  intolerable  hunger  and  cold,  and  prevent  serious  economic  retro¬ 
gressions  which  would  Jeopardize  any  general  European  recovery  program  based  on  self-help 
and  cooperation  The  debate  for  the  bill  was  led  by  Senator  Vandenberg. 

A  proposal  by  Senator  Taylor  of  Idaho  that  the  money  be  turned  over  to  the  United  Nations 
for  distribution  was  rejected  by  a  voice  vote.  In  the  discussion  Senator  Pepper  of  Florida 
declared  '*this  is  another  instance  when  we  have  by-passed  the  United  Nations  Organization, 
the  effect  of  udiich  cannot  be  but  further  to  weaken  the  confidence  of  the  world  in  that 
organization  as  being  the  hope  for  the  prosperity  and  peace  of  mankind,** 

The  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  trimmed  the  amount  recommended  for  Eurqpe  to  530 
million  dollars  and  added  60  million  for  China.  The  House  begins  voting  on  amendments  on 
Monday,  December  8  with  final  passage  predicted  later  in  the  week.  Before  the  scheduled 
adjournment,  December  19,  differences  will  have  to  be  ironed  out  in  conference  and  eqpprop- 
riations  passed  by  both  Houses  before  this  stop  gap  aid  will  be  available. 

Growing  Resistance  to  Recovery  Program  by  Congressmen 

Debate  over  the  interim  aid  program  presages  a  stormy  time  for  the  longer-time  European 
Recovery  Program  (or  the  Marshall  Plan,  described  briefly  in  Newsletter  No,  U5)  when  it 
comes  up  for  consideration  early  in  the  19U8  session.  Objections  frequently  m^e  include 
the  followings  that  the  debt-ridden  United  States  caxmot  afford  it;  that  our  own  citizens 
ought  to  be  helped  first,  especially  veterans;  that  there  are  not  enough  siq)plies,  particu¬ 
larly  food  and  steel,  to  meet  the  request;  that  the  shipment  of  siqpplies  abroad  will  drive 
our  high  prices  still  higher,  that  our  previous  aid  was  not  appreciated,  and  that  this 
will  not  be  either;  t^at  it  woiild  entail  controls  i^ich  would  make  the  United  States  a 
'*police  state;**  and  so  on,  reminiscent  in  many  cases  of  the  objections  made  to  UIMIA  and 
previous  aid  programs. 

Senator  Brooks  of  Illinois  claimed  in  the  Senate  debate  on  interim  aid  that  since  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  World  Tffar  II  the  United  States  has  distributed  in  the  form  of  foreign  gifts  and 
loans  of  various  kinds,  including  wartime  lend-lease,  more  than ^8 ^0(X), OCX), OCX),  of  which 
$12,967,000,000  went  to  Russia  and  her  satellites.  However,  Marriner  Eccles,  Governor  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  System,  recently  put  at  about  sixteen  and  one-half  billion  dollars  our 
post-war  underwriting  of  relief  and  financial  aid,  including  World  Bank  and  Monetary  Fund 
and  Loan  to  Britain  for  the  first  two  post-war  years.  The  V»ashington  Post  estimates  that 
the  United  States  has  lent  and  spent  about  $9,570,000,000  in  aid  ^  the  sixteen  Marshall 
Plan  nations  between  July  1,  19U5  and  November  1,19U7,  out  of  the  $11,01U,000,000  made 
available  by  the  Government, 

EUROPEAN  RECOVERY  PROCHIAM  -  FIRST  MAJOR  ISSUE  BEFORE  NEXT’  SESSION 
President  Truman  is  e^qpected  to  lay  before  Congress  his  detailed  recommendations  regarding 
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the  proposed  four  year  European  Recovery  Program  just  as  soon  as  the  interim  aid  bill  is 
finally  cleared  by  both  Houses.  It  may  be  March  or  April  before  consideration  of  the  ERF  •  • 
is  completed  and  Europe  may  know  what  to  expect  —  especially  if  the  Republicans  insist  on 
debating  tax  reduction  first,  or  if  the  question  of  universal  military  training  is  injected 
into  Congress  in  January,  as  the  American  Legion  is  now  demanding. 

The  ERP  calls  for  some  sixteen  to  twenty  billion  dollars  worth  of  supplies  and  credits  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  to  sixteen  non-Soviet  dominated  European  countries  during  the 
next  foiir  years.  The  needs  have  been  attested  by  the  representatives  of  these  countries 
meeting  ir  Paris  and  by  many  returning  Congressmen. 

Private  Relief  Generous  But  Not  Enough 

That  people  in  the  United  States  will  respond  to  a  dramatic  appeal  for  help  was  evidenced 
by  the  response  last  month  to  the  Friendship  Train  which  finally  totaled  more  than  500 
cars.  In  January  the  American  Overseas  Aid  will  launch  a  §60,000, 000  campaign  for  volun¬ 
tary  relief  for  the  various  private  agencies  including  the  American  Friends  Service  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Brethren  Service  Committee  and  the  International  Children’s  i^mergency  Fund. 
Whatever  can  be  done  by  voluntarj’’  sacrifices,  voliintary  conservation  of  food,  and  by 
personal  services  at  home  and  abroad  through  church  and  private  agencies  should  be  heartily 
encouraged.  But  only  governments  can  supply  the  total  quantities  needed,  and  the  ERP  is 
more  likely  to  be  too  little  rather  than  too  much. 

Congress  will  debate  at  length  over  the  administrative  set-up,  whether  the  United  States 
will  get  sufficient  credit  for  supplies  or  not,  and  whether  it  should  be  gifts  or  loans. 
What  are  some  of  the  other  considerations  that  should  exercise  our  best  thinking?  What  are 
its  probable  effects  on  peace,  on  our  relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  and  other  countries, 
its  effect  on  prices  at  home,  its  relation  to  permanent  trade  policies,  to  permanent 
agricultural  policies? 

Some  Observations  on  the  Recovery  Program 

Action  by  our  government  on  behalf  of  the  world's  hungry  people  should  earnestly  seek  to 
promote  world  recovery,  to  send  food  where  it  is  needed  without  discrimination  as  to  race, 
creed,  or  political  belief,  to  knit  back  together  a  divided  mankind.  It  should  not  be  used 
to  build  the  military  strength  of  any  country  or  groiqp  of  countries;  it  should  not  be 
directed  economically  or  ideologically  against  the  Soviet  Ikiion;  it  should  leave  the  door 
open  for  participation  by  Russia  and  her  satellites.  It  should  be  accoc^anied  by  a  call 
for  world-wide  disarmament  so  that  the  energies  of  mankind  may  be  channeled  into  construc¬ 
tive  production. 

It  should  be  carried  out  in  closest  possible  relation  with  the  United  Nations  Organization 
so  as  to  bolster  the  strength  and  prestige  of  this  international  body  instead  of  our  own. 
The  four  current  aid  programs  have  almost  completely  by-passed  the  United  Nations  -  aid  td 
certain  ex-UNRRA  countries,  but  excluding  Poland,  Hungary  and  Russia;  aid  to  Greece  and  / 
Turkey;  civilian  relief  in  occupied  territory  in  Germany,  Japan  and  Korea;  and  the 
interim  aid  under  consideration  for  France,  Italy  and  Austria, 

Europe  Needs  Faith  and  Comradeship  As  Well  As  Food 

Badly  as  money  and  siqpplies  are  needed  in  Europe,  and  in  many  cases  they  may  be  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  life  and  death,  what  is  even  more  desperately  needed  is  faith  and  hope.  Faith 
and  hope  that  Europe  will  not  be  made  a  military  battleground  between  the  United  States  and 
Russia  as  it  is  an  economic  and  political  battleground  now,  but  that  Europe  can  be  united. 
Faith  that  the  United  States  will  give  more  and  more  support  to  the  United  Nations  as  a 
step  toward  world  government,  that  it  will  deal  generously  with  needy  nations  until  their 
productive  economy  is  restored,  that  Russia  will  alter  her  aggressive  policies,  that  a 
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program  of  world  disarmament  can  be  initiated,  that  the  United  States  will  not  return  to 
.political  and  economic  isolation. 

It  will  need  to  be  carried  out  with  a  genuine  spirit  of  humility  because  of  our  superior 
advantages  of  production  and  freedom  from  the  physical  destruction  of  the  war,  since  even  a 
generous  sharing  may  still  be  received  with  envy  and  resentment  on  the  part  of  those  who 
have  suffered  for  years.  No  group  of  people  has  the  moral  right  to  hold  in  its  hands  the 
decision  of  life  or  deatii  for  other  millions  by  their  granting  or  withholding  the  basic 
needs  of  survival. 

Our  relations  with  Russia  are  very  strained,  because  of  the  absorption  of  her  neighbors, 
her  pressure  on  other  European  countries,  the  frequent  use  of  the  veto  in  the  United 
Nations,  the  deadlock  over  control  of  atonic  energy,  and  the  fear  of  war  in  this  country. 
However,  to  the  extent  that  we  use  food  as  a  political  weapon,  we  tend  to  further  the 
division  into  two  worlds.  Can  we  build  bridges  with  eastern  Europe  instead  of  chasms  and 
still  not  compromise  our  principles?  Can  we  not  find  means  of  conciliation  without 
appeasement,  without  using  the  military  "get  tou^"  policy,  and  without  war? 

More  Than  a  Four  Year  Job 

America  should  not  be  misled  by  false  hopes  that  world  recovery  can  be  achieved  and  world 
hunger  overcome  in  four  years.  The  destruction  by  bombing,  the  inroads  of  disease  and 
malnutrition  will  not  be  eliminated  by  1951.  The  Food  and  Agriculture  Organisation  esti¬ 
mated  on  tlie  basis  of  pre-war  diets  that  only  3  out  of  every  10  of  the  world  *s  population 
were  well  fed  even  then.  United  States  support  should  be  greatly  increased  to  the  FAD  and 
the  recovery  program  gear  into  long-time  plans  for  increasing  world  food  production  and 
more  equitable  distribution.  With  a  short  com  crop  this  year  and  a  short  winter  idieat 
crop  in  prospect  for  19U8,  our  grain  exports  may  fall  far  short  of  either  our  plans  or 
Europe's  minimum  needs  during  the  coming  year, 

U,  S,  Must  Take  More  Imports  When  Available 

Europe  can  move  toward  permanent  economic  recovery  only  as  production  is  increased  and 
trade  among  the  various  countries,  including  eeistem  Europe,  and  the  rest  of  the  world  is 
restored,  Germany,  Austria,  and  Italy  will  need  larger  allocations  than  originally  en¬ 
visaged,  on  account  of  the  amount  of  destruction  and  the  serious  shortage  of  fuel  and  food, 
Contln^ng  the  reciprocal  trade  program,  which  expires  next  June,  by  the  United  States  is  a 
partial  bu^  essential  step  in^owering  trade  restrictions  and  in  building  yxp  a  world 
economy,  European  recovery  will  depend  considerably  on  the  willingness  and  the  ability  of 
the  United  States  to  receive  imports.  Emergency  programs  should  contribute  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  permanent  organizations  s\ich  as  the  International  Trade  Organization  designed 
to  further  long  time  trade  and  economic  policies  for  stability.  Exports  on  the  scale 
requested  will  put  increasing  pressures  on  already  rapidly  rising  prices  here.  The 
recovery  program  should  be  financed  by  taxes  and  not  by  borrowing,  urges  the  Harriman 
committee • 

The  American  people  should  be  willing  to  make  sacrifices  conmensurate  with  this  opportunity 
to  share  the  relative  abundance  with  which  we  are  blessed.  In  specific  terms,  this  will 
probably  mean  many  such  steps  as  the  followingt  foregoing  the  desire  for  tax  reduction,  a 
determined  effort  to  bring  down  prices,  the  maximum  use  of  idieat  for  human  consumption 
rather  than  for  feeding  livestock,  continued  iiqport  and  export  controls  so  that  promised 
shipments  are  actually  made,  much  more  emphasis  on  voluntary  saving  of  food,  price  control 
of  certain  key  commodities  in  short  supply,  and  the  willingness  to  accept  consumer  ration¬ 
ing  of  food  and  wider  price  control  if  necessary  to  keep  prices  down  and  to  insure  that  the 
supplies  here  are  more  equitably  distributed. 
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STRENGTHENINa  THE  UNITED  NATIONS 
Saoniel  R.  Lsnrerlng 

As  presently  constituted,  the  United  Nations  Is  unlikely  to  prove  more  effective  in 
preventing  war  than  was  the  League  of  Nations*  Will  efforts  to  "strengthen  the  UN"  follow 
the  futile  path  of  seeking  to  establish  a  "collective  security  league"  by  eliminating  the 
veto,  or  win  changes  be  sought  building  s6und  principles  of  federal  world  government  into 
the  United  Nations? 

There  Is  serious  danger  that  the  former  course  will  be  taken,  at  grave  risk  of  driving 
Russia  out  of  the  UN*  Secretary  Uarshall,  during  a  strongly  antl-^usslan  speecdi  at  the 
opening  of  the  recent  session  of  the  United  Nations  Assembly,  proposed  two  inportant  changes 
in  the  United  Nations*  First,  a  committee  of  the  Assembly,  with  representatives  Arom  all 
member  nations,  would  be  constantly  in  session  to  discuss  and  make  recamnendatlons  on  any 
matters  endangering  peace*  Second,  the  blg-power  veto  In  the  Security  Council  would  be 
eliminated  from  "peaceful  settlemirat"  of  disputes,  and  f^om  admission  of  new  members  to  the 
United  Nations*  Secure  with  dependable  majority  support,  both  in  the  Assembly  and  the 
Security  Council,  the  United  States  thus  attacked  Russia's  veto  power,  both  Erectly,  and 
through  by-passing  the  Security  Council*  Russia,  in  the  minority  In  UN,  reacted  violently* 
Sven  in  the  United  States,  some  Informed  observers  felt  that  the  proposals  were  Intended  to 
drive  Russia  out  of  the  UN. 

Secretary  Marshall's  proposals  seem  more  a  power  move  against  Russia  than  a  real  effort  to 
eliminate  the  UN's  basic  weaknesses*  Ihe  veto  is  not  the  primary  difficulty  with  the  United 
Nations*  More  basic  changes  are  neededs 

1*  Enforcement*  The  United  Nations  has  no  method  of  enforcement  except  war,  or  threats  of 
war,  against  nations*  "Collective  security,"  enforcement  against  nations,  cannot  and  will 
not  work,  and  must  be  changed  to  enforcement  on  individual^  ^  a  "World  FBI*" 

2*  Repre sen tatlon *  The  United  Nations  Assembly  operates  on  "one  nation  -  one  vote*"  This 
should  be  changed  to  representation  based  on  population  and  econanlc  development* 

3*  The  Veto.  When  mforcement  (and  probably  representation,  too)  is  changed,  and  not 
before,  can  the  veto  he  eliminated*  Powerful  nations  will  not  agree  to  allow  the  others  to 
make  war  ipon  them  by  majority  vote,  nor  are  they  likely  to  surrender  the  veto  while  Latin 
America  and  the  Arab  States  can  out  vote  the  rest  of  the  world. 

U*  Contool^ed  pisanaaa^t.  Ihe  United  Nations  cannot  control  and  enforce  effective  dis- 
axmament  of  nations*  This  must  be  established,  with  lnspectl(xi,  and  eNforcement  on 
Individual  violators. 

5*  Revenue .  The  United  Nations  depends  for  revenue  on  grants  by  nations*  It  should  be 
allowed  io  raise  revenue  directly,  for  example  a  percentage  of  customs  receipts* 

Senate  Concurrent  Resolutions  23  and  2U,  and  House  Concurrent  Resolutions  59  through  68, 
described  in  this  Newsletter  No*  UU,  September  11,  19U7,  provides  a  focus  for  education 
and  action  to  strengthen  the  United  Nations  soundly*  Letters  should  be  written  to  Senator 
Arthur  H*  Vandenberg,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Comnittee  on  Foreign  Relations,  and  to  Rep¬ 
resentative  Charles  A*  Eaton,  chairman  of  the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Ccmonlttee,  urging 
hearings  on  these  resolutions  immediately  when  Congress  convenes  in  regular  session* 

At  the  hearings.  Friends  and  others  should  exq)hasize  the  basic  changes  needed,  and  that 
pressing  for  elimination  of  the  veto,  particularly  without  changing  the  method  of  enforce¬ 
ment,  would  be  futile  and  dangerous*

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AMERICAN  LEGION  LAUNCHES  ALL-OUT  DRIVE  FOR  U  U  T 

President  Truman  intimated  on  November  28  that  he  would  ask  Congress  in  January  for  enact- 
aeiit  of  universal  military  training  legislation*  The  American  Legion  announced  on  November 
22  that  it  was  launching  the  most  extensive  and  aggressive  campaign  In  all  Legion  history 
In  a  "do  or  die"  crusade  to  get  UMT  passed  by  Congress.  Legion  plans  Include  asking  each 
of  their  12,000  posts  to  circulate  petitions  during  Dec^ber  to  be  sent  to  members  of 
Congress  tram  their  districts,  and  visits  to  Congressmen  at  hcmie  during  the  Christmas 
holidays*  January  6-12  is  to  be  UMT  Week  with  mass  meetings,  parades,  demonstrations,  news¬ 
paper  and  radio  appeals,  with  constant  and  vigorous  grass  roots  Influence  to  be  brought  to 
bear  on  Congress  until  UMT  Is  passed*  See  the  enclosed  Legion  plan  of  action* 

If  some  international  incident  should  occur  during  this  period  to  further  Inflame  the  press, 
the  radio  commentators,  and  the  public  regarding  our  already  difficult  relations  with 
Russia,  or  the  foreign  ministers'  conference  in  London  break  up  without  agreement  as  seems 
increasingly  possible,  UMT  might  be  rushed  through  the  House*  Only  a  few  members  in  the 
House  and  Senate  are  actively  pressing  for  a  UMT  bill*  Most  of  the  pressure  for  it  comes 
from  the  Army,  the  Administration,  the  American  Legion,  and  other  military  and  veterans 
groups.  More  and  more  Congressmen  are  saying  privately  that  Congress  should  give  pre¬ 
cedence  to  consideration  of  the  Marshall  plan,  and  should  have  the  fbll  requests  for 
military  appropriations  out  of  comnittee  so  Congress  could  see  hoH  much  they  are,  before 
UMT  is  further  acted  upon. 

The  next  move  in  the  House  is  still  \xp  to  the  Rules  Conmittee,  who  can  either  hold  the  Towe 
bill,  H.  R*  U278,  in  committee,  recommend  to  the  House  that  it  be  sent  back  to  the  House 
Armed  Services  Committee  for  further  hearings  and  revision,  or  send  it  to  the  House  floor 
for  a  vote  on  its  passage.  It  is  still  anticipated  that  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Com¬ 
mittee  will  start  hearings  early  in  the  19U8  session*
